Treating Seed Grain for Smut Is a 
Good Practice. 
When grain first heads out is the 


}best time to observe the amount of 
{sinut in it. P 

\. The smuts of grain are carried 
jfrom year to year in the spores of 


}smut cither on the surface or within 
jthe kernels of grain, If a head of 
smutted grain is observed in the 
field and one takes pains to trace the 
Ihead down to the plant from which 
jit comes and pulls up the whole 
;Plant, he will find that all of the 
jheads coming from that plant are 


‘smutty, and consequently will not 
produce grain. . 
Throughout the West, there is a 


jloss usually of from one dollar and 
supward per acre of grain due to the 


jeffects of smut. - 
| Practically every particle of this 
|smut could be controlled by treat- 


ing the seed grain, Every farmer 
knows how to treat seed grai 
(sinut, or he can find out very ; 
The cost of treatment, labor and ma- 
lterial included, will normally be less 
‘than five cents per acre, 

| We know of no other investment 
that will return as large a profit. We 
are sure that more farmers would 
treat for smut if they would take’ the 
trouble to examine their grain fields 
jwhen they are heading out and actu- 
jally make a count of the smutted 
heads in a given area, 

A good way to do this is to drop a 
!barrel hoop down in a grain field and 
count all the stalks of grain within 
the hoop, and then count the number 
of smutted heads. If one does not 
factually look for smut he may pass 
jthrough a field every day in which 
jthere is as much as ten to fifteen per 
cent, of smutted heads and never no- 
tice them,

How, Wounded Canadians Are Cared 
For at the Front 


The official Canadian casualty list 
now contains over 25,000 names, This 
constitutes a large army of wounded 
whose treatment devolves upon the 
Canadian Medical Service assisted by 
the Red Cross, 

Our medical units are to be found 
in every part of the war zone, France, 
England Belgium and the Mediter- 
ranean, In the latter district, Canada 
has supplied 4,320 beds and 1,264 
medical officers, nurses and order- 
lies, The total personnel in all the 
fields is 6,935. 

At the beginning of the war an at- 
tempt was made to place our wound- 
ed in Canadian hospi , but this 
was found impossible, and a wound- 
ed Canadian 1 be found in any 
one of the 1,500 active treatment 
hospitals throughout Great Britain. 

Each unit in the field, however, is 
served by the Canadian Red Cross 
when called upon by the Canadian 
Medical Corps, and the Canadian 
soldier in the first stages of his 
wound, in his passage from the ad- 
vanced dressing station to the field 
hospital and casualty clearing station 
is in Canadian uls. Again, after 
discharge from active treatment hos- 
pitals, every Canac must be sent 
to alescent hospital, 
such as Park, at Bucking- 
ham, Berks, the Canadian Convales- 
cent Hospital at Bromley, and the 
King’s Canadian Red Cross Hospital 
at Bushby Park. 

Two of the best known active 
treatment hospitals are the Duchess 
of Connaught Red Cross Hospital at 
Taplow, one of the best equipped and 
most efficient hospitals in Europe, 
and the Queen Alexandra Hospital at 
Beachborough, In addition to these 
'hospitals, there are special Canadian 
hospitals for the treatment of spe- 
cial conditions. ‘These are the West 
Cliffe C 1 Eye and Kar Hos- 
pital at Folkestone and the Grenville 
Special Hospital which attends to 
cases of shell shock and injury to 
nerves. Blinded soldiers are sent to 
St. Dunstan's College for the Blina, 
in Regent’s Park, London, Fortun- 
ately, cases of this nature have been 
rare amongst the Canadian troops.

The Names and Habits of All Com-

Weeds are the robbers of the plant 
world, They creep into the fields 
and rob the plants of moisture, light, 
air, and plant-food, They often crowd 
out good clovers and grasses in our 
incadews and pastures, 
ry farm boy should learn the 
names and habits of all the common 
weeds, Whenever one is found that 
looks as if it might prove mischiev- 
ous it should be promptly identified. 
If nobody on the farm can do so it 
should be sent away to the Dominion 
Agricultural Department at Ottawa 
for identification and information

Among the commonest field weeds 
is the grassy pest known as foxtail. 
It is a kind of wild millet which 
grows from seed and lives only one 
year, 

It is not a serious weed except 
when wet weather in June+ prevents 
land from being cultivated, 

Most of the common weeds which 
infest cultivated crops live only one 
year. They produce lots of seed. 
These live long enough in the ground 
so that even after four or five years 
of meadow or pasture they are still 


jliable to do damage to cultivated 
crops. 
There is no easy way to get the 


best of weeds, The crops should be 
kept as clean as they conveniently 
can, The land hoe must be used as 
a cultivator cannot be depended upon 
to destroy all the weeds. The Dutch 
or push hoe is an invaluable article 
for this purpose. 

In some sections the weeds which 
live from year to year and spread by 
underground rootstocks as. well as 
seeds are troublesome. Quack gras 
Canada thistle, horse-nettle, and 
morning glory are the worst weeds 
of this type. These pests have about 
as much fight in them as the common 
annual weeds, 

If they are cut off at the surface 
of the ground they come up again 
and again. But if you keep at it long 


enough you can kill them, Land 
infested with this kind of weed is 
oftentimes best put to alfalfa or 


pasture, 
on them, 

Pastures and meadows have weeds 
which generally do not bother corn, 
Sorrel, dock, ragweed and buckthorn 
are the common weeds of this type. 
In alfalfa, blue grass is a bad weed. 
Most pasture and meadow: weeds live 
over year after year,

Air Fighting 

Aerial Warfare as it Occurs at the 
Front Day by Day. 


We obtain a glimpse into the ac- 
tualities of aerial warfare as it oc- 
curs day by day above the lines of 
the Allies and those of their enemy, 
in the following account of a cor- 
respondent: 

Lieut. D., with Lieut. I 
artillery duty, attacked a_ hostile 
machine near Laventie. Fire was 
opened at about 300 yards, but at this 
moment Licut. D. was attacked by a 
Fokker from above and behind, The 
fokker dived to within forty yards, 
when Lieut. D, swerved slightly to 
avoid the enemy's _ fire. Lieut. FE. 
then attacked the Fokker at point- 
blank range. The Fokker banked 
over to the left, and something which 
looked like a box fell out. The ma- 
chine then rose, dived, and was last 
seen spiralling down close to earth. 
From other sources it is reported 
that the Fokker was seen to fall to! 
earth at the northeast corner of Bois{ 
de Biez. 

A machine, Pilot Lieut. U. and Ob- 
server Corpl V., when patrolling over 
Annay at about 9 p.m., attacked three 
Fokkers, seen behind the enemy's 
lines, One of the latter went off. The 
remaining two made for Le to- 
wards another British machine, which 
they attacked.

It is estimated by the Census and 
Statistics Office, Ottawa, that the 
live stock in Can- 
ada on June 30 were as_ follow 
Horses, 2,990,635; milch cows, 2,603,- 
345, other cattle, 3,826,519; sheep, 
1,965,101; swine, 2,814,672, As com-

Threshermen and | Weeds Act 


Manitoba Weeds Commission Takes 
Action to Safeguard Farmers 


The Manitoba, Weeds Commission 
is busy sending’ out from its office 
placards to be posted on threshing 
machines setting forth Sec, 7 of the 
revised Provincial Weeds Act. This 
section is of great interest not only 
to threshermen, but also to farmers, 
Its four sub-sections provide as_ fol- 
lows: 

“(1) It shall be the duty of every 
person owning or operating a threshi- 


‘ing machine immediately after com- 


pleting the threshing of grain at each 
and every point of working, to clean, 
or cause to be cleaned, the said ma- 
chine, together with all wagons and 
other outfits used in connection with 
such threshing, so that seeds of nox- 
ious weeds shall not be carried to or 
on the way to next place of thresh: 
ing by the said threshing outfit. 

“(2) Any person not complying 
with the provisions of this section 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less 
than twenty-five dollars nor more 
than one hundred dollars, and in de- 
fault of payment to one month's im- 
prisonment.”

ECONOMY IN CLOTHES 


Something to Match the Modern Diet 
Fade ie Suggested 


Louise Hellgers writes: Everybody 
I meet now seems to be talking about 
the new banana and beetroot diet. 
Talking, mind you, not trying it, 80 
far as I can see, Not that I blame 
when all sensible people would 
naturally prefer to have everything 
mulligatawny, from soup to love. Why 
not simplicity in clothes as well as 
diet? Why pay rent for chiffon when 
you can get rags for nothing, to im- 
prove upon a favorite landlord adver 
tisement? I can imagine all the hus- 
bands ranging themselves on my side 
as they read this article. 

For, be it understood, I am not ad- 
vocating the costly simplicity of a 
dress that looks as if it cost twenty- 
five cents but really cost $250. Neither 
am I on the side of the primeval mode 
of dress, for to live in a town where 
everybody walked about with a walk: 
ing stick or a gold bag for sole articles 
of attire would be to live in a town 
too morally dull for words. The style 
of clothing I urge you to adopt is a 
style, I am afraid, not one of you will 
say, “thank you” for, because it is 
almost as unexhilarating as the raw 
vegetable diet. 

But economical—m'm, yet. For in- 
stance, what could beat a potato sack 
for a nice useful house frock? It 
doesn't show the dirt, it wears well, 
and you could turn it inside out when 
you felt you wanted a change. And 
@ sack costs what? The price of the 
potatoes inside it. You eat the po- 
tatoes naturally, so there’s no waste 
there at all. Then for furs, instead of 
chinchilla or ermine, why not rabbit? 
Here again, you see, you can get your 
meal off the rabbit first. 

Then, again, for underclothes. Why 
not keep a little red flannel for home 
use instead of sending it all to the 
heathen? They deserve a rest trom 
it anyway, and it would be awfully 
good for our lungs and love affairs, 
80 long exposed to a course of pneu- 
monia and passionate colds, Economy 
is the great thing nowadays.

WHEN PINK TURNS GRAY 


Many Good Hints About Dyeing For 
Housewife 


Have you a little pile of discarded 
underwear and blouses in one end of 
a@ bureau drawer—clothes discarded 
because they have lost their once pink 
complexion and are now a discon- 
solate, grayish-yellow heap? If you 
have such things, take heart. The 
blouse that through careless washing 
or sun or perspiration has turned yel- 
low can be made pink again. The 
nightgown or petticoat, camisole, or 
other piece of under linen can be 
restored to its original pinkness. 

More than that, a white garment 
that has grown yellow, because of 
water, perhaps, with which it is neces- 
sarily washed—a surprisingly large 
amount of water has a yellow tinge— 
can be dipped and made pink to cover 
the yellowness. 

Now, there are several ways of 
coloring white things pink. One way 
ig to buy a packuge of red dye and 
use a very little of it, well diluted 
with water. Dip the thing to be pink- 
ed into this, and if it is not dark 
enough, add more dye, Let it dry ana 
fron it, and it will be ready to wear. 
Of course, this color, easily applied, 
easily comes out; so, after a few 
washings the dipping must be re- 
peated—perhaps the very next wash- 
ing will take it all out. But it is no 
more trouble to use than bluing water. 

Then there are special colored pow- 
ders for the purpose that are dissolved 
in water, to be used like buling. These 
powders come in most of the popular 
light shades—tan and lavender, blue 
and pink, Lacking either of these 
coloring devices, however, you can 
still make your once pink clothes pink 
again. Dip a piece of red crepe paper 
in a basin of water—and the resulting 
red water will serve admirably af dye 
to color the faded article. 


Split Pea Soup 

Soak a large cup of split peas all 
night, then put them over the fire 
with two quarts of water and bring to 
a boil. Simmer gently until the peas 
are soft. Rub through a colander, 
return to the fire, thicken with a 
tablespoonful of flour rubbed into one 
of butter and season with pepper, 
celery salt and onion juice. Stir toa 
smooth puree, pour into the tureen 
and throw a handful of dice of tried 
bread upon the surface of the soup, 


Potato Pancakes 

Belect medium sized: potatoes, peel 
and grate. After grating pour off the 
water that has risen and add to the 
potatoes as much sweet milk as there 
was water, Then to about half a gal- 
lon of grated potatoes add one or two 
eggs, a teaspoonful of salt, one cupful 
of flour and one teaspoonful of baking 
powder. Bake as other pancakes, 
using a little more grease and a slow:

Alberta sucd a bulletin on tim- 
othy production that appears 
timely, It gives the market demands, 
extent of consumption, sources — of 


production and information with re- 


gard to. soil preparation, seeding 
harvesting, threshing and marketing. 
The gist of the bulletin, however, 


is the emphasis it puts on the oppor- 


tunity for the western seced-grower, 
Canada requires 600,000 or 700,000 
bushels, and imports two-thirds of 
this from the States, where it is 


grown in $100 ov $150 lands and pays 
# seventeen and a half per cent. war 
tarill, Why not produce it at home, 
on cheap lands for an open or even 
protected market and of a quality 
that i defeat competition?

In relation to the general work of 
farin seed production in Alberta the 


bulletin contains the following iter-! 


esting paragraph: 

“Independent of local or  tempor- 
ary conditions which favor the pro- 
duction of seed there are general and 
fundamental reasons why the special 


work of sced production over the 
whole serics of field crops should 
become thoroughly established in 
the province, It is a recognized 


principle in seed production that the 
farther north a crop can be made to 
grow bountifully and mature satis- 
factorily the better constitutioned the 


seed is. This has already been de- 
monstrated in Western Canada with 
respect to the cereals. Alberta Red 
advanced pereeptibly on the Turkey 
ec from Kansas as to size of ker- 
nel, quality of content and weight per 
bushel. The Alberta oat has prac- 
tically 1 ce a new. standard of 
weight 1 bushel fashionable for the 
greatest of feed grains, Good seed 
is the first condition to successful 


production of crops. Alberta ce 


are already finding their way 
and south through wholesale 
houses. The value of seed is a 
question of constitution depending 
upon symmetry and perfection in 
kernel. The recognized pluinpness 


of the Alberta timothy kernel is the 
latest evidence of the fitting and in- 
evitable survival of northern grown 
seed, There is every reason to ex- 
pect that we shall have a general de- 
velopment in the special production 
of seed in all ficld crops including 
cereals, grasses and alfalia. rhe 
combination of advantages represent- 
ed in cheap land, suitable soil and 
mate and unlimited markets makes 
failure in the work practically impos- 
sible under reasonable management,”

Simple Precautions That Can Be 
Taken to Guard Against 
Infection. 


The rules for protection against vz 
cation typhoid, as laid down by the 
New York State Department of 
Health, are as follows: 


1, Patronize only resorts that have 
a safe water supply and approved 
modern sanitary arrangements. 


2. Address a letter to 
Officer of the village or town to 
which you contemplate going and 
k him if the water and milk supply 
a safe and if the sewage is dis- 
posea of in a proper way. 

4. Use-only water that has 
boiled or otherwise purified 
drinking or culinary purposes. 

4, Drink only pasteurized milk. 

5. Protect all food from flies and 
other insects by screening doors and 
windows, 

6. See that all outhouses are fully 
protected from flies by screens. 

7. Thoroughly wash in pure wa- 
ter all fruits and vegetables  caten 
raw, 

8. Wash the hands, using 
brush freely, before eating. 

9, Before leaving for vacation, sub- 
mit to typhoid inoculation, It usu- 
ally protects about four years.

Has a History 
El Arish, a Town the War Has Un- 


. earthed, 
ie. = , P 
El Arish was one of>the world’s 
forgotten places until the British 
bombarded it a few days ago. With 


its large square fort and battlement- 


ed walls the town presents a much 
more formidable and imposing ap- 
arance viewed from the Mediter- 

1 to the north and from the 


desert to the south, than its import- 
ance warranted in recent years, 
Formerly a populous halting place 
for the numerous caravans following 
the “short desert route” from Egypt 
to Syria its trade has waned materi- 
ally since the completion of modern 
connection with Jaffa, Port 
ad = Alexandria, The town 
clings to the banks of a stream which 
| becomes a small torrent after every 
train. It is more than a hundred 
miles southwest of Jerusalem and a 
slightly shorter distance from the 
Suez Canal, which lies to the west. 
The recent hostilities in this area 
are reviving a host of historical asso- 
ciations dating as far back as the 
time of the Pharoahs when this town 
was a place of ile for politica 
prisoners. Its ancient name was 
Rhinoklura, Its present name is sup- 
posed to be derived from the custom 


which obtained here of “cutting off 
the noses” of malefactors whose 
death sentences had been commut- 
ed. 


Some thirty miles to the cast of El 
Arish, on the Egyptian-Syrian boun- 
{dary, lies ancient Rhapaphia, now 
called Er-Rafa, where Josephus tells 
us that the Roman conqueror Titus 
made his first stop on his march 
against Jerusalem. Here also Sar- 
gon overwhelmed the Egyptians in 
the Eighth century before the Chris- 
tian era, and five hundred years later 
there was fought on the same sands 
the famous battle between Ptolemy 
and Antiochus, when the charging 
elephants of both armies played such 
a spectacular role. 
| ; 

Of these great beasts, which had 
been introduced into Syrian and 
Greek warfare after Alexander's con- 
quests in India, much was expected, 
The battle opened with a trumpeting 
dash of the opposing armored moun- 
tains of flesh. Ptolemy's forces com- 
manding seventy-three of the terror- 
inspiring chargers, while Antoichus 
sent into the fray 102, With the first 
onslaught practically all of Ptolemy's 
Penenek were captured, yet he won 
the ¢ 


f fell before Napoleon's 
Egyptian army in September, 1798, 
the credit for the fall being given to 
France’s great general, Kleber, com- 
mander of the vanguard, which also 
seized Jaffa and Gaza. It was during 
this campaign that Napoleon com- 
mitted the great atrocity at Jaffa, 
shooting those prisoners whom he 
could neither guard nor 
whom he feared to release. 

After poleon’s departure Kleber 
concluded a convention at El Arish 
ith the English admiral, Sir William 
idney Smith whereby the French 
were to be allowed to capitulate and 
were to receive safe transport back 
to France. This agreemenc was re- 
voked by Lord Keith, however. 
Whercupon Kleber, with ten  thous- 
and men, marched to Heliopolis and 
jadministered a crushing defeat to the 
Turks, who outnumbered him six to 
one, Had not a fanatic assassinated 
the great French tacitician on the day 
that Napoleon won the battle of Ma- 
{rengo, the fate of French arms in 
Egypt might have been different. 

In the centre of the town of El 
'Arish is a granite wall with an in- 
{scription in hieroglyphics, perpetuat- 
ing a curious legend about the Egypt- 
ian god Shu, A short distance be- 
yond the walls the traveller is shown 
the ruins of the building in which 
Baldwin I, one of the Crusader kings 
of Jerusalem, died in 1118, after an 
unsuccessful attack on Egypt.

There is a prevailing notion, espe- 
cially among-n certain type of fath- 
ers, that the surest and quickest 
way to teach a boy to swim is to

him ‘go to it.” Probably a. surer 
way to destroy a boy’s confidence 
in the water has never been devised. 
Thousands of boys are thrown in the 
water without knowing how to swim, 
and have conceived a fear of the wa- 
ter by this foolhardy method that 
nothing has ever been able to re- 
move.

| Infantile Paralysis 


|No_Necd for Excessive Alarm—Fat 
| Less Fatal Than Tuberculosis. 

| Several facts should be borne in 
{mind in connection with the epidemic 
of infantile par i technically 
known as poliomy 

Its infectiousness is the most im- 
portant clement in the situation, No 
certain cure has yet been discovered, 
Once the disease is contracted, it has 
to run its course. All the ph 
cian’s efforts must be spent in taking 
preventive measures. The infection 
lis probably caused by a virus which 
penetrates through the nose and into 
{the bod id indirectly brings about 
ja deterioration of the ner Is of 
the spinal cord and br This, in 
turn, causes the muscular paralysis 
jfrom which poliomyelitis derives its 
jpopular name, This-virus, it has been 
jwell established, is present in the 
‘nose and throat and respiratory org- 
lans of persons afflicted, and can then 
{be expectorated or breathed out. 
| Flie , bedding, clothing, anything 
\that comes in contact with or near 
Jan infected person, may become a 
carrying agent. Unfortunately, the 
|presence of the disease is hard to de- 
tect in its early stages, while the pa- 
tient is still moving about and com- 
ing in contact with other people, The 
symptoms are not well defined, but 
often resemble those of typhoid. The 
diagnosis is difficult, especially as 
parents do not always realize that 
their children are ill at all, Thus the 
necessary precautions to prevent con- 
tagion cannot always be taken. In 
fact, there are many “abortive” cases 
which do not develop into acute poli- 
omyclitis at all, but recover without 
ever being detected. Such cases, like 
typhoid “carriers,” may be centres of 
infection for a long time. 

Happily, physicians no longer have 
to depend entirely on symptoms, 
Several real tests, not invariably 
trustworthy, have been worked out. 
Examination of a suspect’s blood 
and of his spinal fluid reveal cell

lish the presence of an abortive case. 

There ought, therefore, by these 
new methods, to be no insuperable 
difficulty in detecting the disease 
and keeping it under control, The 
great requisite is to recognize tha 
epidemic’s seriousness and treat it 
exactly as cholera or yellow fever or 
diphtheria would be treated. The 
health department has outlined a 
tem of quarantine which ought ta 
effective. The public, on its side, 
must help as much as possible. Par-
